this he abandoned her, persecuted her 
and had her arrested; that she was left 
without a home; that she had separated 
from a husband whom she loved until 
Saxton alienated her affections.

Saxton had her meet him in Pittsburg, 
where they settled their differences and 
each agreed to withdraw all actious 
pending; th it she kept her agreement, 
but that he had not, failing to dismiss 
an injunction against her visiting his 
block, to give her boys property in 
the city x\*orth $3,000 and to support her 
till he settled xvith lier former husband 
on pending suit, aud then marry her.
